Tho Chinarian has uo knowletge whatover of 
chemistry, and of the principles of natural 
philosophy and atatios generally bis notions-aro 
of the most ridimentary and prin desorip- 
tion. How, then, in the fase of those obvious | 
disadvantngss have the Chinesa nantrived to 
place themselves in the front sank amongst 
nationsin the aiattor of certain chemloal maua- 
faotares, ono of the mogt important of which 
ia the subject of, this artiole,—Vormillion ? 
In onr, last attiole we hava soon with what 
inzennity sod pertinacity in carrying out. his 
ends.the Chinaman has succeeded iu. making 
porhaps.tho most delicate snd perfect iron cast. 
ings in the world, . Ho has sacpesded in that in- 
stance not by any deap researches into tho 
hiddon mysteries of Nature, by no procoss pt 
thought involving ap ingalry inte the“ roasin 
why ;” to this the Chinaman is averse, the whole 
tendanoy of his education, anch os it is, tends 
to make ‘him satiefied- with observing offeots; 
it is enficient to him to know that things are so, 
without gaing into troublesome or elaborate in. 
vestigations inte those changelesa laws of Nature, 
tate which. bis philosophy teachos him that a3 
he cannot alter or control rosoaroh is fruitless; bat! 
that he has in his own small, ingonious, pationt 
‘way observed effeots to vory good’ purpose, the 
unrivalled axoeltence of sono of hia manufactures 
testifies.
